essary to call an electio n in Green­ 
field is 26 4, o r 20 per cent o f the en­ 
tire number o f v o tes cast fo r may o r 
at the last electio n, which was 1,320. 
The wo rkers did no t sto p when they 
had o btained the necessary number, 
ho wev er, but co ntinued to giv e all an 
o ppo rtunity to sign until time to file 
the petitio n. 


While charging an acety lene gas 
plant at Beechwo o d Academy , a Sev - 
ed Day Adv entist 
institutio n, nine 
miles west o f Shelby v ille, where he 
was a student, Gilbert Chew, 1^ y ears 
o ld, y o ungest so n o f Alfred L. Chew 
o f Glenwo o d, was almo st instantly 
killed at 8 :10 o ’clo ck 
last night, 
when the gas plant ex plo ded. 
The 
bo y died abo ut fifteen minutes after 
the accident o ccurred.. One o f his 
arms was bro ken and he was intern­ 
ally injured. 
Yo ung Chew had been attending 
the Academy fo r 
sev eral 
mo nths. 
Many times and o ften his father had 
warned him to be careful abo ut the 
acety lene plant, fearing 
that 
that 
which happened last night, might re­ 
sult. 
Mr. Chew receiv ed the news 
o f his so n’s untimely end by pho ne 
abo ut nine o 'clo ck last night and hur­ 
ried to this city immediately to ar­ 
range fo r the bo dy to be shipped back 
ho me. 
While here last night he said 
that be bad just mailed a letter to 
his so n y esterday ev ening, sending 
him a check to use to pay his car­ 
fare ho me to spend Sunday . 
TTe de­ 
clared that he intended to cautio n 
him then abo ut the light plant. 
The repo rt o f the ex plo sio n was 
beard fo r miles, and when the mem­ 
bers o f the academy faculty and the 
students bad reco v ered 
fro m 
the 
sho ck, they hurried to the scene and 
fo und the y o uth buried beneath the 
debris o f the sto ne ho use that had 
co ntained the lighting plant. 
They 
had co nsiderable difficulty in ex tri­ 
cating the v ictim o f the terrible ac­ 
cident. TTe nev er regained co nscio us­ 
ness and died befo re 
medical 
aid 
co uld reach him. 
j 
The bo v cared regularly fo r the 
lighting plant and had go ne to it to 
see what was wro ng, the v isit being 
pro mpted by the fact that the lights 
in the academy building had suddenly 
gro wn dim. 
TTe carried a lantern, 
hut what caused the ex plo sio n will 
pro bably nev er be kno wn. 
Tt appears 
he did no t take the lantern inside the 
building as it was fo und sev enty -fiv e 
feet away and it is believ ed lie set it 
do wn o utside the building. 
The be­ 
lief last night was that the ex plo sio n 
was caused by the machine itself be­ 
co ming o v erheated as it had caught 
fire o n a fo rmer 
o ccasio n'in that 
manner, tho ugh at that time no ex ­ 
plo sio n o ccurred. 


The repo rt o f the ex plo sio n alarm­ 
ed the neighbo rho o d fo r miles and 
hundreds o f peo ple 
flo cked to the 
academy . 
Ho wev er, befo re any o f 
them arriv ed, the academy principal. 
Pro f. Clifto n Tay lo r and o ther mem- 
bers o f faculty had succeeded in dig­ 
ging the bo y ’s mangled 
bo dy fro m 
beneath the sto nes and o ther debris 
that had piled upo n him when the 
building co llapsed. The Shelby co un­ 
ty co ro ner. Dr. M. M. Wells, was lat­ 
er called fro m Fairland to make his 
preliminary 
inquiry 
regarding the 
•accident. 


Pro f. Tay lo r stated o v er the tele­ 
pho ne that the sto ne ho use co ntain­ 
ing the lighting plant was quite a 
distance away 
fro m the 
academy 
building. It was lo cated o n the no rth 
side o f the building and the fo rce o f 
the ex plo sio n was such that nearly 
all the no rth windo ws were shattered.

The Rev. John B. Meaeham, pas­ 
tor of the First Presbyterian church, 
never spoke truer, when he asserted 


a t the “personal experience” meet­ 


ing at the Main 
Street

church last Sunday afternoon, that, 


if Rush ville went “wet” the fault 
should be laid at the 
door of the 
churches of Rushville. 
The church 
organization of 
Rushville is 
such 
that it should win the city for any 
great moral question in a casting of 
ballots. 
The men of the churches of 
Rushville, had they voted as they 
pledged, when they became members 
of the churches which embody the 
Christian religion, could easily have 
placed Rushville in the “dry” col­ 
umn. 
Instead, every man, professing to 
follow the Christian religion and the 
doctrines which it teaches, who did 
not vote against the 
return of the 
open saloon to Rushville, is a hypo­ 
crite. It might be well for every male 
church 
member of 
Rushville 
to 
search his heart and see if that is 
not true. 
ITe compromised himself; 
injured the Christian religion; 
put 
a damper on the 
good 
that 
any 
church may do or has done and has 
placed himself in such a position 
that he can never be believed to be 
sincere by any honest man. 


The local option election has come 
and gone and Rushville is little the 
wiser. 
The “drys” were active and 
alert here. 
It was for that reason 
alone that they were among the first 
in the State to circulate signatures 
and had an election called. The date 
was set while the Legislature was in 
a ttwmoil. 
Fortunately and unex­ 
pectedly the Democratic Assembly 
decided 
not to disturb the elections 
that had already been called, when 
they repealed the 
first 
attempt at 
liquor legislation and surplanted it 
with another. 
This action was h er­ 
alded by the “drys” as a victory, not 
considering the fact 
that the vote 
was yet to be taken. Now comes the 
Democratic legislature, which has so 
far been nothing more than a bubble, 
swelled nigh unto bursting, after the 
greater part of the called elections 
were held yesterday, with the amend­ 
ment, providing that all territory out­ 
side of cities that is “dry” shall re­ 
main so and shall not become auto­ 
matically “ wet” at the expiratioin of 
two years, as the measure first pro­ 
vided. 
The amendment would not 
have had an effect here as only the 
city was voted on, but it would have 


affected many 
counties

Amend ments to the New Bill Con­ 


cerning Op tion Elections. 


Indianapo lis, March 1.—When the 
bill to repeal the co unty o ptio n law and 
supersede the o ptio n amending act 
passed earlier in the sessio n, was up 
fo r co nsideratio n o n seco nd reading , 
tw*o impo rtant v icto ries were wo n by 
the “ dry ” adherents 
in the ho use. 
The first o f the v icto ries wras in the 
ado ptio n o f an amendment pro v iding 
that under this pro po sed act all re 
newals o f licenses shall be reg arded as 
new lieenses. 
The second v ictory lay in the adop­ 
tion of an amendment to do away with 
all roadhou ses in dry cou nties within 
fou r miles of the limits of an incor­ 
porated city . 
Party lines were some­ 
what broken in the consideration of 
these two amendments, as in the con­ 
sideration and adoption of the amend­ 
m ent prov iding that the resu lts of this 
week’s option elections shall not be 
affected by the measu re. 
The m ajori­ 
ty report of the committee was for 
passage of the bill, and after these 
three amendments were adoptetf the 
bill was adv anced to engrossment. 


Effect of the Amend ment. 
The effect of the amendment, it is 
held, will be far-reaching if concu rred 
in by the senate and written into the 
proposed law. 
Under the Proctor 
liqu or regu lation bill, soon to go into 
conference between the hou se and 
senate, it is prov ided that when a li­ 
cense ex pires it may be renewed u n­ 
less reasons prov ided for in the bill 
interpose to prev ent its being reissu ed. 
Under the amendment to the option 
bill, if it becomes a law, when a li­ 
cense ex pires it shall be su bject to the 
regu lations concerning the issu ance of 
a new license as far as the option re­ 
pealing bill is concerned. 
It is held 
that this will operate to redu ce the 
nu m ber of saloons in all “wet” places 
wliere the ratio of saloons is more 
than one to ev ery 5 00 popu lation. 
The regu lation bill prov ides that 
with certain ex ceptions the nu mber of 
saloons shall be one to each 5 00 of 
popu lation. 
In 
territory , 
howev er, 
where there are now saloons this ra­ 
tio will not be effectiv e u ntil the ex ­ 
cess of 5 00 is remov ed by rev ocation 
and other cau ses. 
Under the amend­ 
ment to the option bill, it is pointed 
ou t, it will be more difficu lt to renew 
licenses, and the ex cess of 5 00 saloons 
will be redu ced mu ch more rapidly . 


M U h t Be Rep ealed . 


Of cou rse the effectiv eness of the 
amendment, i* was pointed ou t, wou ld 
depend on 
whether the 
regu lation 
measu re or tka option bill as amended 
becomes a lav first. 
If the regu lation 
bill shou ld be signed first, then the en­ 
actm ent of the option law with the 
amendment wou ld repeal the section 
o f the regu lation law relating to re­ 
newals. 
If the option law shou ld be 
signed 'first then conflicting parts of 
it wou ld be repealed by the later en­ 
actm ent of the regu lation law. 
It 
looks now7 as thou gh the regu lation 
bill wou ld get throu gh first. 
The senate bill prov iding for an In­ 
diana state, centennial 
commission, 
and to consider the erection of 
a state 
library bu ilding to be dedicated in 
1916 , the 100th anniv ersary of the ad­ 
missio n of Indiana to the Union 
o f 
states, was passed. 
The committee on fees and salaries 
reported for passage the bill to legal­ 
ize fees drawn by cou nty clerks and 
sheriffs u nder the acts passed ov er the 
v eto 
of Gov ernor 
Hanly 
in 
1909. 
amended to allow* transcript fees and 
election mileage to cou nty clerks, and 
requ iring that “In and ou t” fees here­ 
after collected be paid by sheriffs into 
the cou nty treasu ry . 
The legislativ e 
apportionment bill was adv anced to 
engrossment, as w*as the congressional 
apportionment bill. 


The Reg istration Bill. 
The ho use co mmittee o n electio ns 
has beg un to rev ise the ho use co mmit­ 
tee repo rt o n the reg istratio n bill to 
pro v ide mo re g enero us terms fo r the 
reg istratio n o f v o ters under the pro ­ 
po sed law*. As the bill letf the senate 
co nsiderable o bjectio n was v o iced to 
it because it pro v ided that all reg istra­ 
tio n sho uld be do ne in May , o r

day s befo re the g eneral electio n, ex ­ 
cept in the ev ent death in the imme­ 
diate family o f the v o ter, sickness o f 
the v o ter, o r absence fro m the pre­ 
cinct 
prev ented 
reg istratio n. 
Two 
subsequent day s—o ne iq September 
and o ne in Octo ber—were set aside 
fo r additio nal reg istratio n to care fo r 
perso ns who were prev ented by any 
leg al causes co ntemplated in the pro ­ 
po sed act fro m reg istering o n the pre­ 
ceding day s, and to pro v ide fo r the 
reg istratio n o f perso ns mo v ing into 
precincts fo llo wing the preceding reg ­ 
istratio n day s. 
The pro po sed plan o f 
chang e is to o ffer an amendment when 
the bill co mes up o n seco nd reading 
pro v iding equal priv ileg e o f reg ister­ 
ing o n any o f the three day s set apart 
fo r reg istratio n.

Boston, M arch 1.—Inquiry is b eing 
m ade into the cause of the deaths of 
certain p atients who w ere under the 
oax e or Miss Am elia M. Leonard, the 
trained n urse arrested on susp icion of 
the alleged the ft of jew elry and p rop ­ 
erty valued a t m ore than $‘ 6,0 0 0 from 
the room of Miss M ary J. Lockwood, 
a fte r the hitte r had died on Feb . 34 at 
th t Hotel Brunswick. 
Colonel W. A. Gaston, w ho is ex ecu­ 
tor of Miss Lockwood’s estate, and 
Mrs. Caston, who w as a niece of Miss 
Lockwood, feel satisfied that hen- death 
w as from unnatural causes. 
Inquiries are still b eing m ade in an 
effort to learn m ore details concerning 
the dem ise of the elderly woman, and 
Inquiries ate also on foot with resp ect 
to the d eath of Amelia D eForest Lock­ 
wood, the cousin of M ary J. Lockwood, 
who also died at the B runsw ick and 
was also nursed b y 
Miss L eonard. 
Am elia Lockwood died Nov. 22, last 
year, b eing seventy years old,, and 
M ary Lockwood wras seventy-tw o. 
A fter Miss Lockw ood’s funeral, Mrs. 
G aston w ent to the hotel an d asked 
for her jew els. 
She found that m ore 
than $6,000 w orth of valuab le were 
m issing.

W ashington, M arch 1.—The senate 
has agreed to vote of the Lorim er case 
this afternoon. By this agreem ent 
the 
b ill creating a tariff b oard will b e 
m ade the unfinished b usiness of the 
senate and it is ex p ected as a p art of 
the arrangem ent that the p rop osed 
increase of p ostage rates on the adver­ 
tising sections of m agazines will go 
out of the p ostoffice ap p rop riations 
b ill, continuing the p resent rates. The 
agreem ent p ractically clears the legis­ 
lative ways for all of the p ending leg­ 
islation ex cep t C anadian recip rocity 
and the tariff b oard b ill. 
This does 
not ob viate the necessity for an ex tra 
session of congress, b ut it jA^b ab ly 
assures the p assage of all the general 
ap p rop riation hills at this session. 
The senate defeated the resolution 
p rop osing a constitutional am endm ent 
for the election of senators b y p op ular 
vote b y a vote of 54 to 33. The resolu­ 
tion lacked four votes of securing the 
necessary tw o-thirds to p ass it. 
The house p assed the b ill p roviding 
com p ensation for officers and men in 
national 
guard 
organizations. 
The 
conference on the D istrict of Columb ia 
ap p rop riation b ill was adop ted. 
The 
house voted further to disagree to the 
senate am endm ent to the Indian ap ­ 
p rop riation b ill. 
The deficiency b ill, 
the last of the sup p ly b ilK. was re­ 
p orted and p assed.

Berlin, M arch 1.—The Socialists a t­ 
tack ed the governm ent in the reich- 
stag. alleging that it had caused sol­ 
diers to fire at corp ses for the p urp ose 
of accustom ing them to aim at hum an 
b eings.
